Expanded tables containing statistics of wages for additional countries as 
well as statistics of normal hours of work in the same occupations as for 
wages will be published in the Year Book of Labour Statistics, 1954. Several 
brief analytical studies based on these data are also planned. 


The data have been supplied by the statistical services of the various 
countries in response to an I.L.0. survey conducted annually to provide 
internationally comparable statistics of prices and wages in October of 
each year. Factors that limit the direct comparability of the data 
(e.g., differences in definition, specification, date, etc.) as well as figures 
computed by the I.L.0. from data supplied on a non-comparable basis 
are indicated in the column headings and footnotes.

STATISTICAL SUPPLEMENT 





Monthly Rates of Pay of Salaried Employees in Specified Occupations, 
Oetober 1953 


Because of the increasing interest in the wages and working conditions 
of salaried and professional employees, the International Labour Office is 
constantly expanding its statistical activities in this field. While the number 
of countries that issue regular periodic statistics of salaries is limited, it 
has been possible this year for the first time to assemble statistics of monthly 
salaries in seven occupations in October 1953 on the basis of the annual 
I.L.0. inquiry into time rates of wages and normal hours of work. 

The occupations were chosen to represent a wide range of skills for both 
male and female salaried employees and to cover industrial, commercial and 
financial activities. They were defined as follows, for purposes of the 


inquiry : 


1. Laboratory assistant, manufacture of chemicals. Person with secondary 
education or equivalent experience. Performs routine chemical operations 
at laboratory scale (not production scale) under supervision of qualified 
chemist. Cleans and cares for laboratory equipment. 


2. Trained nurse, plant infirmary, iron and steel industry. Person 
qualified by diploma from a recognised school of nursing to administer 
first aid in cases of industrial injury, give injections, etc. 


3. Salesman, retail grocery. Person who retails groceries directly to 
consumers. 


4. Stock clerk, wholesale grocery. Checks inventory in warehouse ; 
maintains stock records. 


5. Stenographer-typist, wholesale grocery. Takes dictation in shorthand 
and types correspondence from shorthand notes. 


6. Bank teller. Performs receiving and paying transactions with bank 
clients. 


7. Accounting machine operator, banks. Computes totals from records 
of transactions on multi-column accounting machine. 


Since salaried occupations in many countries are characterised by dif- 
ferentials based on seniority or experience, an attempt was made to obtain 
basic or starting rates. In some cases minimum rates were provided by 
governments. When ranges or scales of salary were provided, the minimum 
or starting rate is shown. In some countries where salaries were classified 
by skill, a low level of skill (e.g., in the United States, “ Class B ” typists 
and book-keeping machine operators) was chosen wherever possible. Subject 
to reservations as to the identity of the occupations and the level of skill 
and seniority, the data are believed to be comparable from country to 
country.
